SPEECH DELIVERED YESTERDAY REPLY 
BY SENATOR FORAKER. 


Criticises President for Use of Pri­ 
vate Defectivos in Case— Fails to 
Secure Voting Date for Bill to Re­ 
instate Soldiers. 


tVashington, Jan. 12.— A spirited 
speech by Foraker of Ohio, on the 
use of private detectives in investiga­ 
tion of the Brownsville affair was a 
leature of interest in the senate to 
day. 
Foraker laid aside his manu­ 
script several times during his ad­ 
dress to inject remarks that were 
pointedly aimed at the president, al­ 
though he refrained from mention of 
Xtooseveit's name. 
Evidently refer­ 
ring to the president, he declared 
men who make charges and insinu­ 
ations will sometime “be where they 
can be called to account.”

PRISONER ENDS LIFE 


Hanged H im self in , Cell at Joliet-
